“Evidence of aggressive designs 
abound. It is significant that they fol- 
low the lines of imperialist Germanys 
when that country had the dominion 
of the world in view. An autocratic 
government drawn from the ruling 
caste, with popular independent insti- 
tutions, as was the case in Prussia in 
years past, is engaging the public mind 
of Japan with a desire to demand ex- 
pansion and a willingness to bear the 
cost. 

) Japan Overrans China, 

“ Side by side with military and naval 
preparations the old German policy of 
peaceful penetration is being thorough- 
ly pursued. China is overrun and its 
people are largely under Japanese tu- 
telage. Concessions in the east are 
flowing to Japanese settlers, financiers, 
and traders, and they are receiving 


privileges not enjoyed by the citizens 


of other nations. In this way they 
are prepared for using enormous man- 
power and vast natural resources for 
the advancement of Japan. 

“The people of the British empire 
would do nothing but praise them if 
they did not fear that behind that tire- 
less activity there lay a sinister motive 
the creation of an instrument of ag- 
gression; a fear that Japan is follow- 
ing u the steps of Germany.

“The direction of British imperial 
policy is clearly indicated. In the far 
east the whole Pacific region must be 
freed_ from the menace of the mailed 
fist. Great Britain asa friend of Japan 
must find a means to stop her progress 
toward a new war. There is room for 
everybody in the far east. 

“Let us have an agreement between 
the United States, Japan, and the 
British empire to guarantee the peace

PREACHER AVERS 


New York, July 10.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. John Roach Straton preached a 
sermon on the Dempsey-Carpentier 
fight tonight in Calvary Baptist church 
here. He denounced the contest as 
“@ moral carbuncle,“ rebuked church 
women who attended, and called for 
the impeachment and removal from of- 
fice of Gov. Edwards and other New 
Jersey officials, who, he charged, 
He 
said the fight was a sign that America 
had relapsed into immoral paganism, 
and pleaded for a return to Puritanism. 

It was an unusually demonstrative 
audience and there was loud applause 
for almost a minute when Dr. Straton 
condemned Jack Dempsey as a draft 
dodger. 

The congregation laughed when the 
minister, comparing the prize fight to 
a carbuncle, said it had broken out in 
New Jersey because that state was the 
weakest point in the natian’s body pol- 
itic. It laughed again when he spoke 
of the profanity he heard at the fight, 
and admitted he was a good judge of 
bad words. Dr. Straton said: “If 
America goes to hell, she'll exceed the 
speed limit while she’s going.” 


TRIO IDENTIFIED

CLEARING BANK 


Three men who were in the Clear- 
ing State bank Saturday when six ban- 
dits robbed it, yesterday positively 
identified Michael Geary, escaped con- 
vict; Martin Big Six Sicks,.and Vin- 
cent Drusie—the trio that was 
captured—as members of the gang.

FARM COLONY | 
FOR DEFECTIVES 
INSURED BY LAW 


Representative William G. Thon re- 
ceived word yesterday from Spring- 
field that the farm colony bill, which 
he introduced, had been filed by the 
governor without his approval. As he 
neither signed nor vetoed the bill, it 
becomes a law July 1, 1922. 

The bill provides a farm colony to be 
maintained by the state to which mor- 
ons, mental defectives, and subnormals 
may be sent. The institution will be 
for males only, and they may be placed 
there without their having committed 
a crime, 

Chief Justice Harry Olson, Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Hickson, and State's Attorney 
Robert E. Crowe sponsored the bill. It 
is a crime preventive measure, they 
say, and will make possible the proper 
handling of defectives without waiting 
until they have committed a crime. 

It is expected the farm colony will 
be located near Vandalia, III. Its se- 
lection and maintenance will come 
under the state department of public 
welfare. This department owns 1,200 
acres near Vandalia.

A REAL ENGLISH DINNER PARTY. 

The dinner for “Sybil,” a week later, was rather an 
Ordeal, but it was not without its compensating features.

HOE SAVES CROPS IN DRY — 
WEATHER. 


Free use of the hoe is necessary 
to keep vegetables alive in hot, sizzling 
weather. All vegetable garden crops 
should be hoed or cultivated at least 
four times during the season. 

The soil must be kept around beets, 
carrots, parsnips, and similar root 
crops or the roots will become dwarfed, 
tough, and irregular in shape. Hoe- 
ing close to the plants is permissible 
and even advisable while the plants 
are young, but as they grow older 
close hoeing must be avoided or the 
roots will be injured. 

Study the root system of each kind 
of plant and avoid getting too close 
to the plants and cutting the roots 
in two. Thig, frequently happens 
where the ine¥perienced gardener hoes 
close to the plants after they are two 
or three weeks old. 

Sweet corn, for example, may be 
hoed close, while it is young, but 
after the plants are waist high there 
is danger of injuring the roots if the

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FIGHT REFORM 
BEGUN 
CREDIT MEN 


BY O. A. MATHER. 

A campaign for revision of federal 
taxation laws and government economy 
to reduce the burden now borne by 
the taxpayers of the country will be 
launched this week by the National 
Association of Credit Men, comprising 
33,000 manufacturers, wholesalers, 
and bankers. The plan of the cam- 
paign is outlined in a letter sent out 
yesterday to all members of the as- 
sociation by J. H. Tregoe, secretary- 
treasurer. 

“Every member of the association 
should do his share toward securing 
needed government economies and | should 
write his representatives in both the 
house and senate and urge immediate 
action in the formulation of a new and 
reasonable taxation’ law,” Mr. Tregoe’s 
reads. 

“The present federal tax laws should 


be reformed at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Business must be encouraged and 
not depressed. Business must bear a 
fair share of the nation’s burden, but 
must be granted proper freedom for de- 
velopment and a relief from everything 
that will tend to hinder its development. 
On Record for New System. 

“'The National Association of Credit 
Men at its annual convention in San 
Francisco last month went on record as 
being in favor of immediate action by 

congress in formulating a new taxation 
system which will manifest the good 
faith of the government and evidence its 
intention to economize and to do its | 
share in the recuperation of * ~ecFomry, 
This call must be heeded. To neglect 
the call would prove unfortunate and 


„ cause an uneasiness and impatience in 


the nation which by all means congress 
should avoid. 

“ We suspect the subject of federal tax- 
ation has not received the study it 
should, and for tie reason largely that 
up until 191% the income of the nation 
was derived largely from customs and 
excise duties, and the direct cost of gov- 
ernment fell but lightly on the people. 
The present burdens of taxation, how- 


ever. are causing a great deal of con- 


cern, and we submit frankly the belief 


that more study should be given to the 


subject and a clearer grasp of it acquired 


by congress. 


Cost Vs. Receipts of Government. 
From 1791 to 1801 the income of the 
government averaged about $8,000,000 a 
year. The cost of government for this 
period was a little more than §7,500,000 
a year. During the second war with 
England, from 1812 to 1815, the cost of 
conducting it, together with the operat- 
ing expenses of the government, was ap- 
proximately $120,000,000. 

“Coming down to more recent years, 
the period of the war of the confederacy, 
from 1861 to 1865, cost, together with the 
operating expenses of the government, a 


little more than §$3,000,000,000. From 


1890 to 1901, a period comprising our war 
with Spain, the income of the govern- 
ment averaged about §445,000,000 a year 
and the cost about $443,000,000 a year. 
From. 1902 to 1916, a period of fifteen 
yeara,the income of the government av- 
eraged about $645,000,000 a year and the 
cost averaged about 3618, 000, 00 a year. 


Staggering Figures Since War. 

Place these figures side by side with 
the income and costs of government from 
1918 to 1920 inclusive. The governmental 
expenditures of 1920 exceeded the ex- 
penditures from 1791 to 1865 inclusive, a 
period of seventy-one years. The fervor 
of our patriotism brooked no interfer- 
ence with the expenditures that tended 


to the success of our efforts to defeat 


the central empires. Without dwelling 
waste caused by our unpre- 
we must dwell very forcibly 
on the need of economy in governmenta! 
expenditures and a relief of people from 


“We believe most earnestly that the 
exercise of prudence and common sense 
in the operating costs of government 
would bring the ledger within $3,500,- 
000,000 for 1921, and we feel it should be 
done. Furthermore, the present tax law 
should be reformed, and immediately. 
The business of the country demands it 
as a necessary feature of our readjust- 
ment and our return to prosperous con- 
ditions.”
